SOUTHERN MISSIONS, 
; Under the commission of ,the,society, Eld. E>warp MATHEWS has 
laboured j in the slave states of Virginia and Kentucky, but, last February 
the slave-holders compelled him to leave Kentucky by the following pro- 
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cess: They resolved to throw him into a pond till he should make the | 
promise to leave the State and never return. On coming out of the water | 
fhe tenth time he found his strength failing him, and made the promise. | 
He is now Agent in England. 


WESTERN ‘MISSIONS, 


three Missionaries have been employed in the Western States: Elds. 
Je.K. AMBROSE, of Elgin, A. W. ANDERSON, of Quincy, and D. W. 
ACER of Fayville, Illinois. 


PUBLICATIONS, 


The society publishes a weekly religious paper, The American Baptist 
Mr. GERRITT SMITH, a leader in the Anti-Slavery movement, gives it 
the front rank of religious ‘periodicals. Its circulution is about 3,500. 
The society has collected into a permanent document discussions on Sla- 
very, including the Letters of the Baptist Union in London, of which the ~ 
Baptist churches had been kept in ignorance. This work, entitled Facts 
for Baptist Churches, has obtained a wide circulation. The society has 
also published several anti-slavery sermons. 


AGENCIES, 


It has employed a number of Agents, who have travelled through | the | 
Free States, visiting the churches in the agricultural districts, the villages 
and the cities, everywhere lifting up their voices against Slavery, urging on 
the churches and missionary bodies to have no connection . with ibe 
awakening discussion, calling conventions, lecturing, distributing. anti- 
slavery works, and writing for the public eye.
